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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a VoIP network having a virtual circuit carrying VoIP calls that is 
coupled to a router and supported by a DSLAM. The DSLAM is coupled between the 
access router and a broadband remote access server/node. Neither does the prior art 
teach a virtual circuit carrying VoIP calls via a 1^* Point to Point Over Ethernet (PPPoE) 
session and also carrying other data traffic via a 2"*^ PPPoE session, with both sessions 
supported by a DSLAM. The prior art also fails to teach a VoIP phone having PPPoE 
function key. The prior art also fails to teach a VoIP call that retrieves PPPoE login 
information. No obvious combination of references found would have taught one of 
ordinary skill in the art to make and use applicant's method as claimed.
